Meanderings 
By Wash Fayette 


I have added two miniature vas­ 
es to my collection, and they are 
decidedly out of the ordinary. 
Not over a half inch in height, 
they show skilled workmanship, but 
they were not made by human 
hands. 
They are the work of little, black 
wasps known as pottery wasps. 
The pottery wasps, which are 
about a half inch in length, build 
the “vases” out of mud, and they 
are sym m etrical in shape and re­ 
sem ble tiny vases, even to the 
opening at the top (after the little 
wasps force their way out). 
The little vases are used in rear­ 
ing the young wasps. Eggs are 
laid in them and little caterpillars 
are stung and sealed in the vases 
with the eggs. 
After hatching, the larvae devour 
the caterpillars and em erge by 
breaking out of their vase prisons, 
usually through a hole in the top 
which has been lightly sealed. 
The two vases were brought to 
the office by John Marchant. 833 
Briar Avenue, and were attached 
to a geranium leaf. 
Since their “nest” was removed, 
Mrs. Marchant says the busy little 
wasps have started building other 
vases in which to rear their young. 
The two little vases remind me 
that a number of years ago I made 
a widespread search while botan­ 
izing in several counties, hut could 
not locate any specimens of the 
vases. 
Later we found two of them at­ 
tached to a potted plant on the 
back porch at home. I still have 
them, and am now adding tbe j uo 
left by John.

Thursday when the hay was 
cut, the fawn was found hiding in 
tall grass. 
The faw was taken to some 
weeds along an open ditch, and 
it took shelter in them. The moth­ 
er remained not far distant and 
watched while the fawn was be­ 
ing moved.

Ohio's Steel Plants 
Expand For War 


WASHINGTON, June 27 - Op— 
Ohio steel mills are expanding to 
furnish the muscle for Am erica’s 
growing war machine. 
The National Production Author­ 
ity recently told a House Approp­ 
riations Subcommitee Ohio steel 
plants expanded their capacity by 
3,228,040 
ingots 
during 
the 
two 
years after the Korean war began. 
A total of 16 Ohio plants took 
part in this vital expansion pro­ 
gram , SPA figures showed. In 
all, 88 steel plants throughout the 
country boosted their production 
capacity by 11,784,054 ingots.

figures 
once 
again 
demonstrated how important 
the 
Ohio and Pennsylvania steel indus- 
triee are to the nation’s well-being 
and safety. 
Between them, Ohio and Penn­ 
sylvania accounted for 46 of the 88 
plants that added to their capacity. 
The other 42 mills are scattered 
among 20 states from coast to coast 
and down to the Gulf of Mexico.

New Boost Asked 
For Porcel Post 


WASHINGTON, June 27 — UP— 
Postmaster General Donaldson ask­ 
ed the Interstate Commerce Com­ 
mission Friday to 
grant 
another 
general 
advance 
in parcel post 
rates. 


The petition did not say just how 
much will be asked by way of an 
increase. 


It 
said 
merely 
fourth 
class 
mail service—or parcel post—is 
not paying its way, despite a gen­ 
eral 25 per cent increase in pa- 
cel post rates 
granted 
by 
the 
commission last year. The high 
er rales became effective last 
Oct. I. 


That late revision hiked the total 
charges for packaged mail by a 
million dollars a year. 
Under the law, parcel post rates 
may be changed either 
by 
Con­ 
gress or the ICC.

THE HOUSE voted to end rent 
control on Sept. 3 except in criti­ 
cal defense housing areas or in 
areas where local authorities spe­ 
cifically request continuation.

In the 18 months since controls 
went on, ttving costs have risen 4.1 
per cent. They reached a peak last 
January, dipped a bit, and in May 
surged up again, almost equal to 
the Jan uary mark.

“ Mister Milquetoast,” to use 
the name with which party col­ 
leagues deride him, will hence­ 
forth resort to the tactics of a 
Tennessee feudist He jnows that 
he has nothing to lose and every­ 
thing to gain by riding a white 
horse, supposedly sired by Gala 
had and Lochinvar, against a 
Missouri mule 
He has. in a 
sense, 
become 
what General 
Eisenhower has 
tried to make himself in the Re­ 
publican Party—a man beloved 
by nobody except the people 


has no use for Kefauver. figuring 
that he is too liberal for their 
stomachs. They regard bim as a 
“ phony.’' 
But if Senator Russell turns up 
with an expected 275 delegates, 
and the Truman conspiracy mus­ 
ters between 300 and 400, 
t h e 
combination will block a Kefauv­ 
er nomination. Then 
the back­ 
room Trumanites will s e t t l e 
upon a Stevenson, a Barkley or 
a Rayburn.

Diet and Health

As a person grown older, a 
change may take place in the 
arteries to the legs and arms—a 
definite narrowing of the passage 
through which the blood flows. 
An older person has a greater 
tendency toward spasms of the 
blood vessels and poor circula 
tion. 


A .similar condition may also 
affect younger persons in a form 
known as Buerger’s disease. Here 
there is a narrowing of the arter­ 
ies with clotting, causing a de­ 
crease in blood flow to the legs 
Pains in Calves of Legs 
One of the first symptoms of 
decreased circulation is the on 
set of sudden, cramp-like pains in 
the calves of the legs after exer­ 
cise 
As the circulation to the 
legs becomes worse, the person 
has difficulty feeling sensations 
in these parts He may develop 
ulcers of the legs; their color be­ 
comes-pale or blue, and gangrene 
may set in. 
A drug as benazaoline is now 
being used to treat this type 
of wpasm 
Its action is to block 
the sympathetic nervous system, 


relieving spasms of the blood 
vessels and thus increasing the 
blood flow to the parts where the 
vessels are narrow. 
Up until a short time ago the 
drug was given only be mouth 
for this purpose. 
Recently, it 
has been used experimentally by 
injection into an artery in cond) 
tions where the arteries are nar­ 
row or obstructed. 
It has been found that this 
method produces a greater effect 
on the circulation and the im 
provement lasts longer. It also 
prevents the distressing side ef 
feds present when the drug is 
taken by mouth, such as nausea, 
vomiting, and flushing. 
Many people in the future may 
be able to thank this drug for 
saving limbs which would other­ 
wise have to be amputated

A case in point is the average 
Indian who ambushes the visiting 
tourist everywhere in the west, 
offering him for sale feathered 
moccasins made in Brooklyn or 
silver souvenirs imported from 
Mexico. 
The eastern tourist feels obit 
gated to buy something from one 
of those noble sidewalk redskins 
He feels upon himself the entire 
enormous guilt of having stolen 
the United States from its origi­ 
nal settlers. He tries to placate 


this sense of guilty by buying a 
souvenir he really doesn’t want 
and giving it to a relative he real 
ly doesn’t like. 
The Indian salesman, on the 
other hand, is a romplete realist 
He doesn’t w aste his hours grudg 
ing the fact the palefaces gypped 
him out of his ancestral paradise 
The stoical Indian holding out 
a beaded pocketbook for sale on 
a 
western street 
corner 
isn't 
dreaming of the race's past glory 
He has accepted defeat. All he 
wants to do is sell his wares to 
some sentimental visitor, and go 
home and brag to his family like 
any other good businessman 
He has become a unique figure 
in the odd pattern of America 
out there is a tremendous fact 
about his son, when he puts on a 
khaki uniform 
and 
fights 
the 
white man’s war He is a more 
formidable and dependable war 
rior for Uncle Sam, who hasn t 
taken too good care of his peo 
pie, than ever his ancestors were 
in the tomahawk defense of their 
tribal ideals. 
I have never seen an American 
military cemetery overseas that 
didn’t number an Indian among 
its buried heroes. In battle they

The Temporary Party Chairman 
By George Sokolsky 


An American political party, 
not being a membership body, 
really has no permanent organ 
ization. The closest to pcrman 
ence is the national committee, 
but that has no mass member­ 
ship. It consists of two members 
from each state, a male and a 
female. There is no such officer, 
for instance, as a president of the 
Republican or the Democratic 
party. 
The convention, at which the

each convention 
has a temporary chairman He 
is selected by the arrangements 
committee appointed by the na 
tional committee. His duty is to 
open and organize the conven­ 
tion, to supervise the election of 
its permanent officers. When he 
hands the gavel to the perman 
ent chairman, 
his duties have 
been completed 
However, he 
actually wields 
great power when there is a con 
test over delegations. For it is 


while he is presiding that all such 
contests must be 
settled. The 
permanent officers of the con­ 
vention do not take over until 
all delegates are officially seated 
In contests, the temporary chair 
man can be a determining fat’ 
tor. 


It is usual for the temporary 
chairman to make the keynote 
speech, which sometimes can be 
a lugubrious business. In 1948, 
Governor Dwight Green of Ill­ 
inois talked for an hour and a 
quarter and it was, unfortunate­ 
ly. not a very inspiring affair 
On the other hand, in 1940, Har­ 
old Stassen, who was then an in­ 
cipient candidate and a Willkio 
manager, not only made a bril­ 
liant speech, but, by it, became 
an important factor in the party 
Senator Lodge s claim that the 
temporary chairman and key­ 
noter must be impartial is not 
borne out by the history of either 
party To achieve this position, a 
man must be a professional pol­ 
itician of considerable standing. 
Such men are never impartial. 
By the time they get that high 
in the party organization, they 
have made deals an darrange- 
ments. There is not a single na­ 
tional 
committeeman 
or 
out- 
standing figure in either party 
who is impartial as to candidates, 
although he may adopt a bar 
gaining position for his own po­ 
litical advantage. 
Lodge s position is a very cur­ 
ious one. His leadership in the E i­ 
senhower management has been 
unorthodox, probably because his 
own political situation is desper­ 
ate. He will be running for sena­ 
tor in the next election against 
John Kennedy, congressman, son 
of Joseph P. Kennedy. The guess 
is that John Kennedy will be 
elected unless there is a Repub 
bean landslide 
It is not impossible that with 
the recognition shown to Cover 
nor Dever, as temporary chair­ 
man of the Democratic conven­ 
tion. Massachusetts might even 


go Democratic. The CIO, which 
is powerful in that state, from 
Boston to Pittsfield, is opposed 
to both Taft and 
Eisenhower 
Should a Democrat 
be elected 
president, or Taft, it would spell 
the end of Lodge’s political car­ 
eer. 
, 


The Republicans have selected 
Walter Hallanan, of West Vir 
ginia, as temporary chairman, 
dividing the honors with General 
Douglas MacArthur as keynoter 
Hallanan is chairman of the ar­ 
rangements committee. He has 
been a member of the national 
committee since 1928 and is one 
of the ablest 
operators in the 
Republican party. He is a busi­ 
ness man of considerable wealth 
who engages in politics because 
ho enjoys it. He is not susceptible 
to emoluments from this source 
The Eisenhower group were 
grooming Senator Richard Nixon 
for temporary 
chairman. The 
objective was to give him the 
opportunity to make the keynote 
speech, but more important, from 
the 
standpoint of 
politics, it 
would tie the state of California 
closer to Eisenhower. With the 
prospect 
of 
Senator 
WiHiain 
Know land being nominated for 
the Vice Presidency. California 
could be loaded 
heavily with 
pork. 


However, Nixon would not be 
more impartial than Hallanan 
or MacArthur. He has left Los 
Angeles following, which is for 
Taft, and has moved into the 
Warren camp, which is bargain 
ing for position.
